TO STOP REIGN OF 


TERROR IN RUSSIA 


All Allied and Neu­ 
tral Nations Called 
Upon for Help 


(By T h e Associated Press). 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 21— H o r ­ 
rified by t h e bloody reign of t e r ­ 
ror in Russia, the United S tates 
today called upon all allied an d 
neutral nations to consider w h a t 
they may do to im press upon t h e 
Bolshevik! 
t i e 
aversio n 
w ith 
which th e civilized world regards 
their w a n t o n crimes. 
By direction of P resident W il­ 
son, S ecre tary Lansing despatched 
an identic instruction 
to every 
American 
diplomatic 
representa­ 
tive in t h e foreign capitals. 
The action aligns 
the United 
States w ith that of G re at Britain 
and F ra n c e in declaring the Bol­ 
shevik! responsible for the m u r ­ 
ders, c r im e and excesses which 
have sh ocked the w orld, outlaws 
end public enemies. 
W h a te v e r action m a y be decided 
upon by t h e nations, separately or 
in concert It is m a d e clear will 
be quite a p a r t from t h e prosecu­ 
tion 
of 
t h e 
war 
ag a in st 
G er­ 
many. 
T h i s Is th e text of th e 
state d ep artm en t's instructions to 
the A m erican diplomats: 
D epartm ent's Instructions. 
“ This governm ent is in receipt 
of inform ation from reliaide s o u r ­ 
ces rev ealin g that t h e peaceable 
Russian citizens of Moscow, Pe- 
trograd a n d other cities are suffer­ 
ing from a n openly avowed c a m ­ 
paign of marked 
terrorism and 
are 8ubj**f*t to wholesale execu­ 
tions. T hou san d s of persons have 
been shot without even a form of 
trial: ili-administered prisons are 
filled beyond capacity and every 
night scores of R u s s ia n citizens 
are recklessly put to death an d 
Irresponsible 
bands 
a r e venting 
their bru tal passions in the daily 
massacre of untold innocents. 
"In view of the e a r n e s t desire 
of the people of the United States 
to befriend 
the R u s sian people 
and lend t h e m all t h a t is possible 
assistance in their stru g g le to re­ 
construct th e ir nation upon p rin ­ 
ciples of 
democracy 
and self­ 
government and ac tin g therefore 
solely in t h e interest of the R u s ­ 
sian people themselves this gov­ 
ernment. feels that it cannot be 
silent or refrain from expressing 
its horror a t this s t a t e of hor- 
rorism. 
F u rth e rm o re it Ixdleves 
th a t in o r d e r to check th e further 
increase of 
the 
indis criminate 
slaughter of Russian citizens all 
civilized nations 
sh o u ld regard 
their abhorrence of su c h b arb ar­ 
ism. 
"You will 
inquire 
therefore 
whether t h e government to which 
you are accredited will be dispos­ 
ed to take some im m ediate action 
which is entirely devoid of the 
atmosphere of

The rep o rted action of the Bol­ 
shevik! in

step. 
Acts H a v e Shocked World. 
Official 
reports f ro m 
Russia* 
many co m in g thru n e u t ra l coun­ 
tries, have recited revolting acts 
th a t have astounded a n d shocked 
the world. 
The reign of te rro r 
has already greatly hindered th e 
efforts of t h e United States to a l ­ 
leviate an 
impending famine In 
Russia, as it is impossible to f u r­ 
nish much needed supplies to th a t 
part of t h e country under Bol­ 
shevik c o n tro l 
w ith o u t actually 
feeding th e German a r m y and th e 
German people. 
It is conceded 
that there is enough food in south­ 
eastern R u s s ia and western Sib­ 
eria to feed all the Russian peo­ 
ple if a m e an s 
of distribution 
could be effected to k e e p the su p ­ 
plies from 
falling 
in to German 
hands. 
The alliance between the Bol­ 
shevists a n d Germany presents a 
dangerous situation to the allies 
in that it m a y afford Germany an 
opportunity greatly 
to increase 
her particularly wanin g manpow'- 
er. 
Secretary Lansing to d a y reiter­ 
ated thai t h e efforts of American 
troops at Vladivostok and Arch­ 
angel were 
solely 
to aid th e 
Csecho- Slo vaks to le ave Russia 
for the w e ste rn front a n d not to 
establish an eastern b attle front 
or in anyw ay to interfere with the 
internal affairs of Russia. 
The co n d u ct of the Bolshevik!, 
against w hich today’s protest was 
directed is considered a n entirely 
separate p h a s e of the Russian sit­ 
uation. 
A protest whivh t h e

f,ta * es m a d e some y e a r s ago to 
Turkey a g a in s t the A rm enian m as­ 
sacres is a precedent for today’s 
action. 
At t h a t time tim Armen­ 
ians were bein g massacred by tho 
Turks as indis crim inately ns the 
Russians a r e now* being executed. 
This country, voicing its protest. 
<alled upon Turkey to p u t an end 
to the m assacres and asked tho 
remainder of the civilized world 
to join in t h e protest.

W ATER COLOR M AP 
SHOWS WAR FRONT 


Large Size Map In Colors on View 
at Ayers National Bank—-Work 
o f I’. C. Mac Vicar. 


A splendid m a p of the Europe-, 
an war front done in water colors 
was placed on view Saturday in 
the corridor of the Ayers National 
bank. 
The m ap is the work of 
T. C, MacVicar and gives a very 
clear idea of the battle line and 
any 
one studying the territory 
can quickly grasp the location of 
present fighting, what has been 
accomplished by the allied armies 
in pushing back the Germans and 
the great task that remains be­ 
fore the fighting is on German 
soil. 
Mr. Mac Vicar has painted a 
line to show the farthest point of 
idvanee the Germans have made 
into French and Belgian territory. 
This will remain permanently on 
the map. The present Hindenburg 
line is indicated by a series of 
'arge headed painted tacks. These 
’an be moved about to indicate 
any change 
in the battle line. 
This line now runs near Ostend, 
'a m b rai, Rheims, I,aoli, Verdun, 
m d the other towns now mention­ 
ed in the reports from the front. 
In addition 
to 
showing the 
French, Belgian and German t pr­ 
i o r y . the m ap also gives the 
3ritish channel, British Isles, the 
North Sea, the Baltic and other 
.caters lying to the northeast. Th' 
oca ti on of the 
various 
allied 
c rees and the parts of the I of* 
nile 
lo u t ilia! 
Hie villi es rh ro 
inkling are indicated by flags of 
ho allied nations. 
These Bar 
mn ah o i>e moved from time t v 
time to indicate any change in po­ 
rtion. 
Altogether the map is one 
lone in a way which gives both 
i relief and prospective view of 
he battle front and extensive ter­ 
ritory thereabout and anyone who 
views it cannot but get a very 
much better idea of the relative 
oositions of th e opposing armies 
m d that task which each has set 
)ut to do than can be gained from 
reading or from a study of the 
iverage map. 
As indicated, a view’ 
of the 
map makes very plain how her­ 
culean a task the allies have be­ 
fore them in forcing a way to 
Berlin or even to the Rhine. True 
it one point the allied forces are 
tow’ not more than 15 or 20 miles 
rom the Rhine, 
but generally 
speaking the allies 
of France, 
England and America m u st ad­ 
vance several hundred miles be­ 
fore they will reach the Rhine.
